Belgium Coming Back 


W e heard, perhaps, more about I ’.eU dum ’s <11 hermes 
iii the world war than we did about those of any other 
nation involved in the maelstrom. 
Later developments—the speed with which lUdgium 
smallest anions the Ltiropean nations in the war, has come 
hack—have so amazed the world that, searching for reas­ 
ons for Belgium’s remarkable and speedy recovery, some 
heretofore not understood facts are disclosed for the fir-1 
time. 
Belgium, it is stated, lost only one man in twenty do­ 
ing the war, while France lost one in four, and Great Brit­ 
ain one in five, and owing to the almost complete occu­ 
pancy by the German troops, suffered comparatively little 
property damage, 
lier commercial and industrial cities 
were preserved and the rural districts cultivated by der 
man troops and Belgian p e a s a n t s under German control. 
In addition to all that* the national debt arising in 
the wake of war is small. 
Belgium’s government decamp­ 
ed and had no property upon which to raise large sum- 
for war. 
The Belgians were driven from home and, in a sense, 
imprisoned during the war. They were so over-joyed to 
he released from prison and to be able to return home that 
they were content to take up the work of life in the old 
haunts in the old way. Their happiness was complete and 
they slipped automatically into the old life. 
fThe people of other nations worked at home and at 
top speed during the war and they unconsciously looked 
forward to the coming of peace as certain to bring a respite 
from work and have acted accordingly. The difference in 
the results of the coming of peace in Belgium and in osci­ 
llations testifies to the importance of the mental state of 


peoples. 
The spectacular invasion of neutral Belgium and the 
terror of the inhabitants driven from home and native 
land doubtless caused is to magnify Belgium's calamity. 
Calm after the war surveys give a brighter hue to 
Belgium’s picture.
